The accounts of the Treasurer and Selectmen have been kept 
with remarkable accuracy and clearness, and vouchers exhibited 
for all the expenditures above reported. ‘The town of Dalton 
paid their note in full, and the town having no desirable place 
for its reinvestment, used it in payment of town bonds. It. 
must be borne in mind, however, that the principle is a part of 
the school fund, and the interest belongs to the schools. There 
.is.due annually at the National Bank of Newbury, from the 
town of Easton, $294.12, and the:cupon interest due Aug. 1, 
1881, is $79.41, making $373.53 due on town of Landaff bonds, 
Aug. 1, 1881. Of this only $125.00 has been paid, leaving a 
ballance due of $248.53.

REPORT 


OF THE 


FOR THE 


SCHOOL REPORT. 
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In accordance with the usual custom, and the requirements of 
the law, I hereby submit my report of the condition of our 
schools for the past year. I do not expect to offer any new 
suggestions of especial importance, but if I can succeed in pre- 
venting any falling off of interest in school matters, I shall have 
accomplished all I expect to do, for I fear that the tendency of 
opinion among the majority of our legal voters, is too strong- 
ly in favor of taking care of the other town matters and letting 
the schools take care of themselves. Only two Prudential Com- 
mittees have visited the schools, so far as my records show, and 
in two schools not a visitor except myself. I do not suppose 
this is from a lack of interest alone, but we do not sufficiently 
realize our personal responsibility. It has been a year of com- 
parative quiet and harmony in all the schools, attended with a 
fair degree of prosperity. While we do not, by far, reach the 
maximum of our possibilities, our boys and girls are making 
some progress in climbing the hill of science. 


CENTRE DISTRICT. 


The summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Nellie 
M. Morrell. Wages including board, $16.00 per month. Whole 
number of pupils, 23; average daily attendance, 23. Miss Mor- 
rell is a teacher of some experience, and seemed to have _per- 
fect confidence in her own abilities. At the close of the school 
it was evident that nothing had occured to impair that confi- 
dence, or disturb the enviable complaicency with which she _re- 
garded herself and her school. Perhaps a little more positive 
knowledge on the part of the scholars in regard to what they 
had been 6nee> would have been better evidence of their pro- 
ficiency than the teacher’s assurances. 
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Winter term of 12 weeks was taught by Mr. Herbert S. Eaton. 
Wages and board, $26.00 per month. Whole number of schol- 
ars, 31; average daily attendance, 29. Mr. Eaton succeeded in 
sustaining the reputation he so firmly established in our town 
last year as a seccessful teacher, and I hope some of our schools 
may be so fortunate as to secure his services another winter. 
Special mention may be made of the proficiency of the class 
in Greenleaf’s National Arithmetic, and other classes did nearly 
as well. 


District No. 1. 


The summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Alice 
J. Aldrich. Wages and board, $16.60 per month. ‘This was a 
small school, and was Miss Aldrich’s first experience in teach- 
ing, but I see no reason why she may not continue in the avo- 
cation with credit to herself and profit to our boys and girls. 
Interest on the part of the pupils was apparent, and the im- 
provement good. Whole No. of pupils, 8; average attendance,

The winter term was taught by Miss Mary A. Ford. Length 
of school, 14 weeks. Whole No.of scholars, 12; average daily 
attendance, 11. This was also Miss Ford’s first effort as a 
teacher, and the school under her charge continued to show 
the same interest in, their studies that was apparent in the sum- 
mer term. I was especially pleased with the examination of the 
class in Grammar, and I mention this more particularly because. 
in most of our schools this important study is being neglected. 
This I attribute to a lack of uniformity in text books, and in 
fact the absence of any really good text books, and also to the 
fact that most of the teachers now employed in our schools 
have not kept up with the methods of teaching this science. 
now used in nearly all of our modern text books 


Districr No. 2. 


Summer term taught by Miss Mira Clark. Length.of school, 
6 weeks. Wages of teacher, $12.00 per month incluaing board. 
Whole No. of scholars, 12; average attendance, 12. We can- 
not expect very great results from a six weeks term of school, 
but a good beginning was made. Perfect good order was ob- 
servable, resulting apparently, more from perfect harmony be- 
tween teacher and pupils than from any exhibition of authority. - 

Winter term of twelve weeks was taught by Mr. Z. N. Hutch- 
ins. Whole No. of scholars, 17; average attendance, 16. 
Wages, $20.00 per month. .The art as well as the science of the’ 
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studies was well kept in mind throughout the term, and the prac- 
tical application of the principles evolved was one of the char- 
acteristics of Mr. Hutchins’ method of teaching. We need 
more of this kind of instruction in our schools... When:children 
can get hold of the idea that the rules they learn are not a mere 
abstract formula, but are to be applied to something tangible, a 
long step will be taken in their education. 


DsSTRTCT | NOs. 


Summer term taught by Miss Ella M. Clough. Length of 
school 7 weeks. Whole No. of scholars, 19; average attend- 
ance, 18. Wages per month, $17.00. 

The fall term of 12 weeks wes also under the charge of the 
same teacher. Wages and board, $20.00. No. of scholars, 22 ; 
average attendance, 20. Miss Clough is a teacher of much ex- 
perience, and the success attending the first term fully justified 
the dtstrict in retaining her services for another term. There 
was abundant evidence of a faithful effort on the part of the 
teacher to work for the highest interests of the school, and the 
good improvement made showed that her efforts were in the 
right direction, and appreciated. None of the studies seemed 
to be neglected to give undue prominence to others, and the re- 
sult was, a good school in all respects. 

The winter term of 14 weeks was under the direction of Miss 
M. Jennie Wood. Wages and board, $24.00 per month. Whole 
number of pubils, 20; average attendance, 18. I found here 
very excellent classes in Book-keeping and History. The 
classes in reading also showed careful training. Vocal music 
and Rhetoricals were practiced with interest and profit to the 
scholars. I think, however, that a little more solid work upon 
the fundamentals, and less diversion of the pupils’ minds to 
outside matters, would be more effectual in keeping up the 
standard of the school. 


District No. 4. 


Summer term taught by Miss Blanche Clark. Length of 
school, 6 weeks. Wages, $8.00 per month. Whole No. of 
scholars, 16; average attendance, 15. This was not Miss 
Clark’s first experience as a teacher in this town, and I was pre- 
pared to find the school doing good work under her charge. 
‘Lhe shortness of the term was an effectual barrier to very great 
advancement, but the time was well spent, and good improve- 
ment made in the studies. The scholars in this district are en- 
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titled to much credit for the good showing that they make, and 
deserve more advantages than they have for acquiring an educa- 
tion. 

The winter term was taught gy Miss Minnie S. Mann. Length 
of school, 12 weeks. Wages of teacher per month, $13.00. 
Whole No. of scholars, 16; average attendance, 13. ‘The pro- 
gress made in the summer term was continued through the win- 
ter, and indicated faithful work on the part of both teacher 
and pupils. Sickness among the scholars made some inroads 
upon the average attendance, and although good improvement 
was made, better results might have been attained if all the 
scholars could have been present through the whole term. 


- District No. 5. 


There was only one term in this district, which was a fall term of 
8 weeks, taught by Miss Mary E. Clough. Wages of teacher, 
$12.00 per month. Whole No. of pupils, 7; average attend- 
ance, 6. This was Miss Clough’s first experience as a teacher, 
and she proved herself well adapted to the work. When a school 
is as small as this, the scholars lack the incentive of emulation 
which pupils in larger schools have, but I found them wide 
awake here, and evidently doing their best. The little class in 
Harper’s Large Geography, would have done themselves credit 
in any school. 


District No, 9. 


This was a fall term of 6 weeks, taught by Miss Mattie J. 
Johnson. Whole No. of pupils, 8; average attendance, 5. 
Wages and board, $12.00 per month. Miss Johnson was a 
_ teacher of some experience, and evidently well qualified for the 
work. Owing to a misunderstanding as to the time of the 
school’s closing, I only visited it at the commencement of the 
term. Everything then appeared satisfactory, and I could see 
no reason why it might not be be a profitable school.

Entire length of school for the year in weeks in district hav- 
ing the largest school, 33; length in weeks in district having 
shortest school for the year, 6; average length in weeks in all 
the districts, 17 6-7; largest number of different scholars in 
any school, 31; smallest number of different scholars in any 
school, 7; average daily attendance for all the schools, 13; num- 
ber of different male teachers ‘employed during the year, 2; 
number of different female teachers employed during the year, 
Io; average wages of male teachers per month, including board, 
$23.00; average wages of female teachers per month, includ- 
ing board, $15.32. 


In reviewing the work in the several districts, I have endeay- | 
ored to do it “with malice toward none, with charity for all.” 
‘The greatest trouble I have met is the old story of different text 
books among scholars of like attainments. It is true the reme- 
dy lies within the power of the Supt’ng Committee, but we 
realize that the expense of furnishing new books is, in many 
caces, a serious one, and we avoid arbitrary measures as much 
as possible. Parents should realize the importance of provid- 
ing their children with proper books, and not consider the ex- 
pense a burden, remembering that “as we sow, so also shall we 
reap.” Only in one instance have the registers been returned 
to me properly filled out, which has increased my work material- 
ly, and will necessitate a personal inquiry of the Prudential 
Committee for answers to some of the items. I am pleased to 
note the rapid increase in the Roll of Honor among the schol- 
ars. ‘Tardiness and absence used to be a serious obstacle in © 
tle prosperity of our schools, but I am confident that now only 
cases of necessity are allowed to keep scholars out of school, 
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or afford excuses for tardiness. Of how much importance to 
you, isa day’s work, now and then, from one of your boys? 
You can measure its value by a few cents or dollars, but can 
you measure the loss to him in dollars and cents? Seed time 
with these young minds will soon be over, and we shall surely 
reap a harvest of some kind. Let it not be of life long regrets 
for wasted time and lost opportunities.
